FOREIGN SERVICE 


: Battleships and Bombers 


GPE TOR ROBERT R. REYNOLDS recently told the U.S. 
Senate that for every battleship costing sixty million dollars 
the Government could buy nearly 200 modern bombers which could 
be shuttled from California to the Atlantic Coast in a fraction of 
the time-and at the same expense involved in the movement of one 
surface ship between the two areas. The Senator revealed that a 
Boeing Br7 bomber (four Wright Cyclones) costs about 300,000 
dollars fully equipped: To quote his speech: “ . a fleet of 
bombers could leave San Francisco this morning at six o’clock and 
at six’ o'clock to-night 200 birds of battle, with steel beaks, would 
be cruising over New York City.” 

The other day Admiral Leahy, of Naval Operations, announced 
that “it is the opinion of the navies of the world that the modern, 
battleship is the best defence against air attack.:’’ The Admiral 
could not have been far wrong in his stated belief that the American 
Navy has the best-trained and most efficient air service in existence. 
Jt may take special pride in its squadrons of consolidated patrol 
bombers, which have made some meritorious long-distance flights,

Mr. Kashimura Regrets . . . 


EADERS will remember the startling photograph which 
appeared in Flight of January 20, showing a Mitsubishi fighter 
returning to its base with one wing almost completely shot away 
Now from a Japanese correspondent comes an account of the inci- 
dent that deserves quotation exactly as received: 

‘In an air raid on Nanchung on December gth, 1937, 3rd warrant 
officer, Mr. Kashimura, one of Naval fighter pilots, escorting our 
group of bombers, engaged in an air combat with many of Chinese 
fighters on the sky of Nanchung. He brought down one of their 
Curtiss Hawks, but the next moment his machine came into collision 
with one of enemy planes. Both planes lost their balance in the 
air and fell to the ground. The Chinese fighter clashed into the 
ground, but Mr. Kashimura managed to recover his balance scarcely 
on. the surface of the ground by his skilful work and escaped 
from clashing. And, he bravely succeeded in returning safely, flying 
600 kms. back to his base on the-damaged plane, which was deprived 
of almost half of left main wing. Arriving his base he is said to 
have remarked as follow: “ Sorry, I lost my half wing.’’
